

Probe after horse sent 
somersaulting in crash 


THE DRIVER of a car involved 
in a distressing horse riding 
accident is under investiga¬ 
tion, police have confirmed. 

CCTV footage of the shock 
incident in Witcham on Fri¬ 
day shows the horses trotting 
along, before the car comes 
round a bend on the wrong 
side of the road and careers 
into them, sending one horse 
flying through a 360 degree 
turn. 

The second rider was also 
thrown off the saddle and 
into the air before landing 
awkwardly on the grass verge. 

The blue car can then be 
seen pulling up to the side 
of the road towards the end 
of the one and a half minute 
footage captured at around 
11.30am. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
have confirmed the collision 
is the subject of ongoing en¬ 
quires and no one was arrest¬ 
ed at the scene. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police said: “We 
are aware of the incident and 
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investigations are ongoing. 
Police attended the scene to 
reports of a road traffic colli¬ 
sion with two riders and two 
horses. Both the riders and 
horses were not seriously in¬ 
jured.” 

Emergency services were 
called shortly after the ac¬ 
cident, and transferred one 
rider to Addenbrooke’s Hos¬ 
pital with minor injuries. The 
second was left shocked and 
bruised. 

A witness to the incident 
told the News it made them 
feel “sick”. 

She added: “If the driver hit 
the horse head on that horse 
would have gone straight 
into his windscreen. Not only 
would the horse have died 
but so would the driver. 

“We’ve got children riding 
horses, loads of people that 
walk there.” 

After the footage was 
shared by the News on Fri¬ 


day night it was viewed by 
thousands of people over the 
weekend, prompting Wit¬ 
cham Equestrian Centre to 
reveal the horses, Patsy and 
Fleur, belong to them, and 
were receiving treatment. 

On Tuesday the centre 
confirmed that brown mare 
Patsy, had made a ‘miracle’ 
recovery after vets fought to 
save her life - and had been 
inundated with gifts of fruit. 

A spokeswoman for the 
centre, Jane Hart, thanked 
well wishers for their con¬ 
cerns. 

She said: “Everybody in¬ 
cluding vets are amazed at 
her recovery and we are actu¬ 
ally calling it a miracle. 

“She was injured in the 
chest and head and had 
to have stitches. We are all 
amazed she actually pulled 
through. She is lucky to be 
alive.” 

The other horse involved, 
Fleur, was also reported to 
be recovering well from the 
ordeal.

Centre set to 
be 'hub' of 
good advice 

A COMMUNITY hub is set to 
provide a safe space for people 
in Ely to access advice on a host 
of issues. 

The drop in clinic at the 
Lighthouse Centre will offer 
hot food, tea and coffee and 
a wealth of information for 
people including managing debt, 
alcohol and drug dependency, 
mental health issues, and any 
housing related concerns. 

Representatives from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council's housing team, Citizens 
Advice Bureau, Red 2 Green, 
Inclusion, Christians Against 
Poverty, CHS Floating Support 
and Centre 33 will offer advice 
on benefit claims, mental health, 
domestic violence and hate 
crime. 

The project was launched at 
the beginning of the month by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in partnership with the 
Lighthouse Centre and will run 
under the Luv Ely Charity. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, said: "This 
group was created because many 
of the problems people face are 
not simple, straight forward or 
singular. 

"This community hub aims to 
bring partner agencies to work 
cohesively to address these 
problems in a unified way." 


Work to start 
on new bypass 


A SOD cutting ceremony will 
mark the start of work on Ely 
Southern bypass this after¬ 
noon. 

The work has been com¬ 
missioned by Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council after the 
final designs were approved 
in December. 

Alongside contractors Volk- 
erFitzpatrick, the event will 
be attended by representa¬ 
tives from Cambridgeshire 
County Council, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, Network Rail, the Local 
Enterprise Partnership (LEP) 
and MP Lucy Frazer. The £36 
million road is set to open 
in spring 2018 and has been 
designed to alleviate a con¬ 
gestion blighted area of the 
city which currently gridlocks 
Ely and will include two new 
bridges to cross the River 
Ouse and its flood plain. 

It will also connect the A142 
at Angel Drove to Stuntney 
Causeway, while the addition 
of a new walkway will benefit 
walkers and cyclists. 

Speaking in the run up to 
the work, East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council leader, 
Cllr James Palmer said: “This 
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is something the people of 
the area desperately need 
and I and East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council have been 
campaigning for. 

“Anyone who lives or drives 
here knows the congestion 
and pollution caused by the 
queues of lorries and that is 
only going to get worse as the 
level crossing is closed more 
often. 

“It is harming the local 
economy and putting off 
business and I welcome the 
day that this new road is 
opened which will not only 
solve the current issues but 
bring even more opportuni¬ 
ties to the area.” 

Once complete it is project¬ 
ed the road will reduce jour¬ 
ney times between the A10 
and Stuntney Causeway by 
up to 56 per cent for drivers. 

It will also reduce delays for 
motorists leaving Ely railway 
station by 50 per cent during 
rush hour. 

Currently the roads near 
the station suffer from con¬ 


gestion as heavy goods ve¬ 
hicles are forced to use a 
level crossing, which is often 
closed because of rail im¬ 
provements. 

Meanwhile Ely railway 
bridge is the scene of fre¬ 
quent collisions with high¬ 
sided vehicles which have to 
divert through the city. 

The new route will bypass 
the railway’s level crossing, 
as well as the accident prone 
low-bridge underpass, by 
providing a new link between 
Stuntney Causeway and An¬ 
gel Drove to the south of the 
city. 

It is also being funded 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council with £8 million, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, £1 million, Greater 
Cambridge, Greater Peter¬ 
borough Local Enterprise 
Partnership, £6m and £16 
million Growth Fund and 
Network Rail, £5 million. 

Neil Darwin, chief execu¬ 
tive of the LER said: “The Ely 
Southern Bypass is a key pri¬ 
ority for LEP. We have com¬ 
mitted £22 million of our 
Growth Deal, our biggest 
funding commitment.”

CAMBRIDGESHIRE police of¬ 
ficers spend collectively up to 
50 hours per day in hospital 
A&E departments with peo¬ 
ple facing mental health dif¬ 
ficulties. 

The Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner for Cambridgeshire 
has revealed that a shortage 
of ambulances means around 
half of those detained under 
the Mental Health Act, coun¬ 
ty-wide around one person 
per day, are transported to 
hospital in a police van or car. 

It means officers are spend¬ 
ing a significant amount of 
time waiting with patients 
to whom they have a duty 
of care, putting pressure on 
Cambridgeshire Police re¬ 
sources. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, Jason Ablewhite, said: 
“Responding to people in 
mental health crisis contin¬ 
ues to add pressure to police 
resources on a daily basis. 

“The knock-on effect of 
this means that the person is 
not seen quickly by a clinical 
professional. Apart from this

not being a pleasant envi¬ 
ronment for people in crisis, 
it means officers are spend¬ 
ing a considerable amount of 
time waiting with individuals 
when they could be attending 
other calls. 

“It is crucial that people in 
mental health crisis get the 
support they need; at times 
this may include the involve¬ 
ment of the police, but, there 
are many occasions when the 
police are not the best-placed 
resource to deal with it.” 

Cambridgeshire police of¬ 
ficers deal with 21 incidents 
each day associated with peo¬ 
ple with mental health issues. 

Mental health is also a con¬ 
tributing factor for one in sev¬ 
en calls for police assistance 
in the region. 

The issue is putting unprec¬ 
edented strain on the police 
force, which receives 43p of 
funding per head compared 


to the national average of 55p, 
and has become a priority for 
the commissioner. 

One of Mr Ablewhite’s first 
actions upon taking office in 
May 2016, was to continue 
funding for three mental 
health nurses in the force 
control room. 

In the first year alone they 
helped police staff deal with 
800 instances of people re¬ 
quiring additional mental 
heath support. 

The role of the Integrated 
Mental Health Team is to pro¬ 
vide officers with real time 
clinical advice, ensuring peo¬ 
ple receive “the right care at 
the right time from the right 
service”. 

In the UK one in four peo¬ 
ple has a common mental dis¬ 
order at any one time, costing 
£105 billion - similar to the 
entire annual NHS budget.

YESTERDAY was

I look forward 
to the day when 
there is no need 
for an International 
Women's Day. 

A day when 
'Woman Tipped 
To Become Next 
M&S Boss To 
Take Maternity 
Leave' is no longer 
a newsworthy 
headline. 

A day when 
we have 50 per 
cent, not 22 per 
cent of female 
parliamentarians 
across the world, 
and we no longer 
feel any need to 
measure or report 
the statistic. 

And a day 
when it would 
be laughable that 
double as many 
men named 
John occupy 
chief executive 
or chairman 
positions at FTSE 
100 companies as 
do women of all 
names. 

It's a 

disappointing fact 
that until last week, 
with the election of 
Trudy Harrison as 
MP in the Copeland 
by-election, there 
were the same 
number of men 
in the House of 
Commons as the 
number of women 
ever elected. 

We have come 
a long way in 
recent years. We 
now have Britain's 
second female 
Prime Minister. 

Germany, 
Scotland, Norway 
and Denmark 
also have female 
leaders. 

There is a 
female head of 
the International 
Monetary Fund, and 
a female chair of 
the Federal Reserve. 
What's more, 
a recent report 
shows businesses 
run by women are 
reporting higher

Number of child abuse claims 
at county sports clubs revealed

THE sports and football abuse scandal has 
deepened after the number of allegations 
made to Cambridgeshire County Council 
have been revealed. 

Between 2012 and 2016 there were 33 
allegations of abuse against children carried 
out by staff and coaches at sports clubs in 
the county 

The details were revealed to the News af¬ 
ter a Freedom of Information act request. 

The nature of the abuse was sexual and 
others involved indecent images but also 
covered bullying, emotional and physical 
abuse. 

Alleged victims were aged between 7 and 
18 years and the types of sport included 
cricket, football, gymnastics, horse riding, 
kick boxing and boxing, roller skating, row¬ 
ing, rugby and swimming. 

Of the 33 allegations, 17 were passed to 
police by the local authority. 

The latest number of referrals to the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire force stands at 69. 

A police spokeswoman said: “Police can¬ 
not prevent or stop child abuse alone which 
is why we are committed to working with 
our partners - councils, teachers and GPs 
as well as other adults who come into con¬ 


tact with young people - to prevent abuse 
taking place. It’s important everyone is alert 
to signs of abuse and concerns are shared, 
however small they may seem.” 


A county council spokesman said: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council takes cases of 
abuse very seriously, with the safety of chil¬ 
dren and young people a top priority. 


“We work closely with partners to ensure 
the highest levels of safeguarding and we 
will be working with them to reduce these 
numbers in future.” 

The toll of abuse allegations now adds to 
the more than 30 alleged victims of child sex 
abuse connected to football in Cambridge¬ 
shire, who had come forward by the end of 
fanuary. Chief Constable for Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Alec Wood has set up a team to investi¬ 
gate the allegations. 

By fanuary, police nationally were look¬ 
ing into 184 suspects, 526 potential victims 
and 248 clubs. Cambridge United has been 
named by the chief constable as one of the 
clubs police are working with over allega¬ 
tions. 

Operation Hydrant has also received 22 
referrals from sports other than football. 

The county force is working with the 
Football Association, local children’s safe¬ 
guarding boards for Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough, Cambridge United and Pe¬ 
terborough United, the Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Clinical Commissioning 
Group and Cambridgeshire county and Pe¬ 
terborough city councils to investigate the 
allegations. 

To report any incidents of child abuse, 
call police on 101 or the NSPCC on 0808 800 
5000.

Scramble for 
school places 


ALMOST 93 per cent of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire children have been 
given a place at their preferred 
secondary school from Septem¬ 
ber, according to provisional 
figures from the county council. 

The Cambridgeshire author¬ 
ity received 5,976 applications 
for secondary school places for 
this September - 250 more than 
last year. 

Of those, 92.6 per cent were 
allocated a place at their first 
choice school - 0.2 per cent 
lower than last year. 

However, the council said be¬ 
cause of the increased number 
of applications the actual num¬ 
ber getting their first choice 
school rose by 200. There were 
4.4 per cent of pupils who re¬ 
ceived their second choice, 0.8 
per cent third choice and 2.2 
per cent no preference. 

The figures were released last 
week as children across Eng¬ 
land learned which secondary 
school they will attend from 
this autumn, on what is known 
as National Offer Day. 

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said: “We

are delighted that we have been 
able to offer so many pupils a 
place at one of their preferred 
schools - despite an increase in 
the number applying.” 

In just 12 months, more than 
half of the nation’s towns and 
counties have seen a fall in the 
proportions of 11-year-olds 
winning a place at their first 
choice, according to Press Asso¬ 
ciation analysis of Government 
data. 

The situation has also be¬ 
come tougher over the past five 
years, with two-thirds of local 
authorities witnessing a drop 
in the percentages of pupils 
gaining any of their preferred 
schools. 

There have been continuing 
concerns about a squeeze on 
school places, caused in part 
by a recent rise in the birthrate, 
which is now seeing its way 
through into secondary schools. 

Council chiefs said they 


are doing all they can to cre¬ 
ate enough school places, but 
warned they are doing so “with 
one hand behind their backs” as 
they need more powers to open 
new schools and force acade¬ 
mies, which are not under their 
control, to expand. 

The analysis of Department 
for Education (DfE) data shows 
that last year, 80 of 151 local 
councils (53 per cent) saw a 
drop in the proportion of pu¬ 
pils given their first choice of 
secondary school, compared 
with the year before, while 68 
authorities (45 per cent) saw a 
fall in the percentage given one 
of their overall preferences. 

Families typically list a 
number of choices, in or¬ 
der of preference, on school 
application forms. 

More than half of authorities 

- 85 - have seen a fall in the pro¬ 
portion of 11-year-olds offered 
their first secondary school 
preference over the past five 
years. And around two-thirds 

- 98 councils (65 per cent) - 
have seen a drop in overall 
choices during this time.

When you lose a baby 
it's the loneliest grief

G iovanna fletcher 

would seem to have it all; 
pop star husband, two 
gorgeous sons - Buzz, 
two, and one-year-old 
Buddy - and a hugely successful 
career other own as a best-selling 
author, blogger and vlogger. 

But there have been dark days 
for the bubbly, down-to-earth 
writer. Diagnosed with polycystic 
ovary syndrome, Giovanna, who 
had always wanted a family, 
wasn’t sure she'd be able to 
conceive. A year after she and 
childhood sweetheart, McFly’s 
Tom Fletcher, tied the knot in 
2012, she fell pregnant - but she 
feared it was too good to be true. 

"A few days later, I woke up to 
blood. Anyone who’s ever 
experienced that 

moment knows the GIOVANNA 
paralysing horror that 
comes with it.” 

At the hospital, a 
scan showed "there 
was nothing there. No 
heartbeat. No baby. 

Nothing. I'd suffered a 
complete early 
miscarriage at just over 
six weeks,” she recalls. 

Tom, who had been giving a 
radio interview, drove to find his 
wife sobbing on a London street 
corner, and just held her. 

"I've heard miscarriage be 
referred to as the loneliest grief. It 
is. It's so insular. So personal. So 
soul-crushing. The black cloud of 
grief followed me for a while." 

She retells the story in her new 
book, Happy Mum Happy Baby, 
an otherwise upbeat and honest 
account of her own experience of 
pregnancy and motherhood. 

It's the first time Giovanna has 
revealed details of her miscarriage. 

"Miscarriage is something that 
so many people go through, and 
we go through it silently and don’t 
talk about it. 

"It affected me massively. When 
you get pregnant, you have years 
of hopes and dreams that are 
suddenly born, and when that 
doesn't go according to plan, it’s 
crushing. There’s a silent grief that 
comes with it because you are told 
not to tell people about it. It's like 
it’s contagious and if you talk 
about it, it might 
happen to other 
people. It's so 
lonely." 


In her latest book, Giovanna Fletcher gives an honest glimpse 
into motherhood, including her 'soul-crushing' experience of 
miscarriage and taking a baby on tour with her husband's band. 
She tells HANNAH STEPHENSON why the time is right to talk

Within months, she was 
pregnant again, but it was difficult 
not to be nervous. 

"I didn't relax until I got to the 
24-week mark and you could feel 
them move around. You start 
questioning every little niggle," she 
reveals. "But it didn't spoil the 
enjoyment. I love being pregnant." 

Indeed, her book is an uplifting 
read, as she talks about stumbling 
her way through motherhood, the 
sleepless nights, the crying, 
the feeding, the 
uncertainties that she's 
doing the right thing. 

"Everyone thinks they 
know what they are doing 
but the truth is, they don't. 
We're completely winging 
it!” 

When Buzz was 10 
months old, they followed 
Tom on tour to Australia. 

"The thought of Tom not being 
around for three weeks and not 
seeing Buzz wouldn't have worked 
for our family. It would 
have been miserable. If 
the situation allows it, 
it’s lovely for them to 
be part of the world 
and see places and 
be part of those 
memories. 

"People always 
think being on tour 
is much more 
rock and roll 
than it 
actually is. 

"The only 
boobs out 
backstage 
are probably 
mine! 

There's no 
sex, drugs 
and rock 'n' 
roll. It’s more 


like a creche these days. It’s much 
more chilled out." 

Despite being a successful 
author and blogger (she has 
around 800,000 Instagram 
followers, and her YouTube 
content has racked up some 10 
million views), she 
admits to 

experiencing a fear 
of missing out 
since having kids. 

"Being a mum, 
your life 
completely 
changes.

when you’ve got 
friends who are still living the 
life you were once a part of and 
they're all out having a great time, 
it brings home the fact that life has 
changed in a major way.” 

She's made an effort to keep the 
romance alive with Tom. 

"I make sure we have date 
nights, going to the cinema or 
theatre, probably once a 
month. It's important to 
have that time, to have 
some adult conversation."
